*lneet the rtM iuin'inents, and a few we*» ks 
ago they w ere amendeid. 
T he changes 
are not extensive, but very iinix)rtant, 
as diiiea» « « w hich htiretofcwv have not 
be« ?u regauled as particularly dang« *rt.tas 
have btH*n added to th e list of w hat an? 
dw m ed l)f the departm ent contagi(« us. 
In placing m t‘asles and w hooping cough 
under th e Rnp*>rvision of the de{>artinent 
of health it is the intention to th niw out 
another sateg uanl to th e m any alr« *ady 
established 
The tirst rule says th a t no {s*rs*» u suf­ 
fering fnnn diphtheria, 
m em branous 
croup, scarlet fever, sm allpox, nn^ashw, 
w hooping cough or <» th« *r dang« -rous 
oommuui(*4ible disease shall Is? tulmitt« Hl 
into any public, imrochial or private 
8 chtx)l or college or Sunday schixd, or 
shall enter any asst'inblag« *, ur railw ay 
car, strw t car, vess**! or steam er, or 
other public conveyance. 
No person shall be admitte« ! into any 
public, parochial or private school or 
college or Sunday s<’hool from any h<*us« ‘ 
or building iu w hich has recently oc­ 
curred a case of dangerous com m uuh’a- 
ble diseasi*, w ithout first presenting a 
(•» •rtiflcate sign« -d by a reputable physi­ 
cian that all danger of cum m uni(‘ating 
such dis« ?a» e is past, and said certificate 
is endorstHi by th e board of health « tr 
its prop« >r officer w ithin w h ise jurisdic­ 
tion the pitrson m ay rtside or 1st. 
No parent, guardian or other 
istsoii 
having charge or control of any child or 
children shall allow or isT im t any sucl» 
child or children to go fnim any house 
or building iu w hich a ca.Heof sm allpox, 
diphtheria, m em branous croup, scarlet 
fever, m easles, typhus fever or cholera 
has rw e ntly occurred, w ithout a is*rmit 
fnuu the board of health or its proper 
officer. 
It shall Is* the duty of ev« *ry physi 
cian oallt*d to attend a is rson sick, or 
suspe<-ted to be sick, w ith cholera, yel 
low fever, sm allpox, fliphtheria, mem 
bninouB croup, scarlet fever, m easles, 
whfxipiug 
cough, 
typhoid 
fever 
or 
typhus fever, w ithin 12 hours thereafter, 
to re{S)rt th e nam e and rwtideuce of such 
person to th e board of h**alth or its 
proper oftli'er, w ith in whose juris<liction 
such person is fo und; 
and wh« *re 
person is sick w ith any of th e above 
uaun*d diseas« *s and a physician is not 
called, it shall h e in a like m anner th e 
duty of th e ow ner, or agent of the 
ow ner, of the building in w hich such 
person resides, lives or is staying, and of 
the heml of the fam ily in w hich such 
disease occurs, to report th e nam e and 
ntsidence of the patient to th e Itoanl of 
health or its pntper officer. 
It shall be the duty of th e Itoard of 
health, or its proper officer, w hen a case 
of sm allpox, yellow fever, typh us fever, 
diphtheria, m em branous croup, s<arlet 
fever or m eash« is reportttd w ith in its 
urisdiction, to a t once plac« ;, or caust? to 
be placed, in a conspicuous position on 
the house w herein any of th e aforesaid 
diseases o a ur, a quarantine C4ird or flag 
and a notice announcing in large letters, 
Contagious Ehsease W ith in,’’ and to 
prohibit entrance to or exit from such 
house w ithout w ritten perm ission fnim 
the board of health. 
Every physician attending a istrson 
affected 
w ith 
sm allpox, 
diph th eria, 
m em braiious dfChp, scarlet 
fever 
or 
typhus fever, shall us« i every possible 
precautiou to prevent com m unication of 
th e disease to others. 
Public funerals are not allow ed w hen 
th e patient has died of diphtheria, m em ­ 
branous croup, scarlet fever, me^udes or 
w hooping cough. School books or books 
from a public library m ust not be tak e n 
into a house w h« re any of these diseases 
exists. If the liooks have been so exposed 
they m ust be destroy,*d or fum igated.

Doctor Ogden has received from Go- 
Iambus the rules recently adopted by the 
state bourd of health, and they have a1- 
ready become operative iii the city. 
The rule* were adopted June IO of 
this year, but were found insufficient to 
tneot the requirements, aud a few weeks 
ago they were amended. The rhang**s 
are not extensive, but very Important, 
as disease* which heretofore have not 
been regarded as particularly dangerous 
have Is*eii added to the list of what are 
deemed Ivy the department contagious. 
In placing newsies and whooping cough 
under the supervision of the dei»artineut 
of health it is the intention to throw out 
another safeguard to the many already 
established 
The first rule says that no peraoti suf­ 
fering from diphtheria, membranous 
croup, scarlet fever, smallpox, m ea sles, 
whooping cough or other dangerous 
communicable disease shall be admitted 
into any public, parochial or private 
school or college or Sunday school, or 
shall enter any assemblage, or railway 
car, street car, vessel or steamer, or 
other public conveyance. 
No person shall be admitted into auy 
public, parochial or private school or 
college or Sunday school from any hi>us« 
or building in which has recently oc­ 
curred a case of dangerous com mu mea 
hie disease, without first presenting i 
certificate signed by a reputable physi 
clan that all hunger of communicating 
such discase is past, and said certificat* 
is endorsed by the board of health or 
its proper officer within whose jurisdic­ 
tion the penou may reside or be. 
No parent, guardian or other person 
having charge or (control of auy child or 
children shall allow or permit auy such 
child or childrau to go from any house 
or building in which a case of smallpox, 
diphtheria, membranous croup, scarlet 
fever, measles, typhus fever or cholera 
has recently occurred, without a permit 
from the board of health or its proper 
officer. 
It shall be the duty of every physi 
cian eall**d to attend a person sick, or 
suspected to be sick, with cholera, yel­ 
low fever, smallpox, diphtheria, mem­ 
branous croup, scarlet fever, measles, 
whooping cough, typhoid 
fever 
or 
typhus fever, within 12 hours thereafter, 
to report the name and residence of such 
person to the board of health or its 
proper officer, within whose jurisdiction 
such person is found; and where a 
person is sick with any of the above 
named diseases aud a physician is not 
called, it shall be in a like manner the 
duty of the owner, or agent of the 
owner, of th** building in which such 
person resides, lives or is staying, and of 
the head of the family in which such 
disease occurs, to report the name and 
residence of th** patient to the board of 
health or its proper officer. 
It shall be the duty of the lioard of 
health, or its proper officer, when a case 
of smallpox, yellow fever, typhus fever, 
diphtheria, membranous croup, scarlet 
fever or measles is reported within its 
jurisdiction, to at once place, or cause to 
be placed, in a conspicuous position on 
the house wherein any of the aforesaid 
diseases occur, a quarantine card or flag 
and a notice announcing in large letters, 
Contagious Disease W ithin,” and to 
prohibit entrance to or exit from such 
house without written permission from 
the board of health. 
Every physician attending a jierson 
affected 
with 
smallpox, 
diphtheria, 
membranous cffittp, scarlet fever or 
typhus fever, shall use every possible 
precaution to prevent communication of 
the disease to others. 
Public funerals are not allowed when 
the patient has died of diphtheria, mem­ 
branous croup, scarlet fever, measles or 
whooping cough. School books or books 
from a public library must not tie taken 
into a house where any of these diseases 
exists. If the books have been so exposed 
they must be destroy.**! or fumigated

TH E COMMON BLACK COAT 


U I* F e a re d T h a t I t M ay He t y |.e r o d e d | 
by O ne o f L ig h te r C olor. 
It would appear from one of their 
trade organs that tailors are becoming a 
little anxious about the prospects of the 
black coat of civilization. They fear it j 
I* ill danger of beiug s u p e rn a l by a 
garment of lighter hue, if not of vari« 
gated pattern. 
Perhaps, if they were to 
give voice t o th eir deeper apprehension*. 
they would Hay that there was more at 
stake than the black coat. There can. at 
any rate, be little doubt, whether the 
tailor* are willing to admit it or not, 
that with the fate of the black coat is 
Isiuiid up that of the black waistcoat. 
Whether the two have been lovely ann 
pleasant in their lives is a matter of 
opinion, but we feel sure that in death 
they would not la* divided. 
We mean no disrespect to the vest in 
describing it a* a parasite of the coat. 
It is a humble dependant which has 
only found it* way into society under 
the wing of its influential patron, to 
whom it adheres with single breasted 
fidelity, rewarded on the other side by 
an attachment which is rarely broken 
save for a short period during the sum­ 
mer mouths. 
The trousers, it is true, are connected 
with the two upper garment* by no such 
feudal tie, but their own union is com­ 
plete uud, except in very hot weather, 
indissoluble. Hence, the more farsight­ 
ed tailors no doubt perceive clearly 
enough that if the black coat goes we 
shall be within measurable distance of 
the "tweed s u it" Nor are there want­ 
ing those who would do their bt<*t to 
accelerate the catastrophe.

Let 
them give free play, exclaim these an­ 
archistic counselors, to "their taste in 
cheek* aud stripes," aud they will be 
able to cut a far more picturesque figure 
at a far smaller annual outlay. With the 
outlay, of course, the public is not con 
cerned, though that matter, doubtless, 
is not without its interest for the tailors, 
but we own to some uneasiness at the 
idea of the entire community indulging 
its multifarious taste in checks and 
stripes in a headlong pursuit of the pic­ 
turesque. 
We have all of us, indeed, seen the 
experiment tried under very favorable 
circumstances, but with more than du­ 
bious results by those little bands of 
vocal aud instrumental artists, gener­ 
ally six or eight in number, who ure 
usually to bo met with at race meetings 
or on the sands ut popular seaside re­ 
sorts. Thew' pioneers of dress reform 
have entirely discarded the black coat, 
preferring one of gayer color, with no­ 
ticeably elongated tails, and the free­ 
dom with which they indulge their taste 
in checks aud stripes may almost be said 
to border upon license. 
Yet the effect, 
even with the addition of un open shirt 
oollar of EJizbethau proportions, a cork 
ed face and a banjo cannot be described 
as entirely pictureaque.*~Loudon Tele 
graph.

ANUKE’S MONUMENT. 


V andal* H a le C h ip p ed Hi* M em orial In 
\Y e» tiu iu » ter A bbey. 
Near the center of the south wall of 
the nay* is a monument to Major Amire 
of Revolutionary note. 
The very long 
inscription upon it begins, "Sacred to 
the memory of Major John Andre, who, 
raised by Ins merit, at an early period 
of life, to the rank of adjutant general 
of the British forces in America, and 
employed in an important but hazardous 
enterprise, fell a sacrifice to his zeal for 
his king and country, on the 9d of Or 
tober, 1780, aged 29, universally beloved 
and esteemed by the army in which he, 
served and lamented Pven by his foes. ’’ 
About the base of the monument, 
which is a panel set against the wall, 
are several small figures. These project 
from the panel, and represent the presell 
tation of Major Andre’s letter to Gen 
arui Washington on the night before bis 
execution. 
The ease with which the 
heads of these figures could be broken 
off has been too great a temptation to 
relic hunters, and most of the heads 
have been knocked off and stolen. Thai 
such vandalism is not wholly modern is 
shown from the fact that Charles Lamb 
writes of the defacing of this very mon­ 
ument in this way in his "Essays of 
E lia." Southey, the poet, when a boy, 
was a pupil at the Westminster school. 
Later in life lie was exceedingly sensi­ 
tive in regard to his political princi­ 
ples, and for a time a serious quarrel 
existed between himself and Lamb, be­ 
cause the latter, speaking iii regard tc 
this injury to Andre’s monument, de­ 
scribed it as the "wanton mischief of 
some schoolboy, 
fired perhaps with 
raw notions of transatlantic freedom." 
Then, addressing Southey, he added, 
"The mischief was done about tho time 
that you wert a scholar there. Do you 
know anything about the unfortunate 
relic?" 
There is now fastened upon the wall 
of the nave, above the monument, a 
wreath of oak leaves which D an Stain 
ley, when he visited America, gathered 
near the spot on the Lank of the Hudson 
river where Andre was executed. 
Al­ 
though Andre died in 1780, it was not 
until 1821 that, at the request of the 
Duke of York, his bones were exhumed 
and taken to England to be buried in 
the abbey. The box in which they were 
placed for the voyage is still preserved 
in the oratory over St. Islip’s chapel, 
where the wax figures are kept.— Mux 
Burnett Thrasher in St. Nicholas.
